. l. If it should become apparent in the near future that England, and, under 
England's leadership, also France, are not willing to make an end to the 
war, I am determined to act actively and aggressively without much delay, 


2. If we wait much longer, only will Belgian and perhaps also Dutch neu- 
trality be lost in favor of the Western powers, but the military strength 
of our enemies vill grow on an increasing scale, the neutrals! confidence 
in a final German victory will dwindle, and Italy will not be encouraged to 
join us as a military ally. 


3. Therefore I give the following orders for the further military operations: 


a. Preparations are to be made for an attacking operation on the 
northern wing of the Western front, through the areas of Luxembourg, 
Beigium and Holland. This attack must be carried out with as much 
Strength and at as early a date as possible. 


The purpose of this attacking eperation will be: 


to defeat as strong contingent of the French operational army, as 
possible as well as the allies fighting by its side, and at the 
same time, 


to gain &s large an area as possible in Holland, Belgium and Nor- 
thern France as a base for conducting a promising air and sea war 
against England and as a glacis for the vital Ruhr area, 


The timing of the attack depends on the readiness of tanks and 
motorized units for use, — this must be speeded up by every possible 
effort, also on the weather conditions then prevailing and the 
weatner prospects ahead. 


4. The Air Force is to prevent the Anglo-French air force from attacking 
our own army, and, if necessary, to give direct support to the army's ad- 
vance, In this connection, it will also be essential to prevent the Anglo- 
French air force as well as English landing troops from gaining any hold 

in Belgium and Holland. 


(Marginal note in handwriting: "It will also be up to the Air Force to cut 
the supply lines of those English troops which have already landed. The 
employment of U-boats in the Channel will soon cease because of heavy 
losses") 


5. The Direction of Naval Warfare must concentrate everything on being able 
to give direct and indirect support to the operations of the army while 
this assault lasts. 


6. Apart from these preparations for starting the attack in the West accor- 
ding to plan, Army and Air Force must be ready at any time and with increa- 
sing strength, in order to be able to meet an Anglo-French invasion of Bel- 
gium as far inside Belgian territory as possible, and to occupy as much of

Holland as possible in the direction of the West Coast. (Marginal note

7. The camouflage used for these preparations must be that they are merely 
precautionary measures in view of the threatening concentration of French 
and English forces on the Franco-Luxembourg and Franco-Belgian borders. 


8, I request the Supreme Commanders to give me, as soon as possible, de- 
tailed reports of their intentions in the basis of this directive and from 
now on, to keep me informed, via the OKW, of the state pf the preparations.

The queries roused by the Supreme Command of the Army, on the subject 
of the execution of Directive OKW/WFA/L No. 213/39 Most Secret dated 14 
November 1939, were discussed with the Fuchrer today.

Therefore it is necessary, that 
the conditions be stabilized as soon as possible, even if this means that 
the type and methods of administr^tion will be different in the new Eastern 
Geus from those in the Generel Government. From this it is obvious that, 
with the possible exception of the Beskiden Gau no part will be finally 
included within the German frontiers. 


If ell me^sures must serve the chief pupose of strengthening the economic 
power, we must refrain, within the area, fromthe attempt of Germany, to 
bring it up to the standard of the Old heich (Altreich) immediately. The 
process assimilation in the new Eastern Gaus will, therefore, be much 
slower than wes possible in Austrie end in tho Sudeten Gau in times of 
peace, It will be tho task of the hoich to c^rry out the reconstruction 
of tho East vith ail its power after tho end of tho war. 


With this chief purpose in view, the following principles for individual 
problems ^re to be chserved: i 


2. Agricultors: 


The task consists of obtaining the greatest possible agricultural produce 
tion from the new Eastern Gaus disregarding questions of ovnership, Tho 
Minister of Food and Agriculture has the sole responsibility for this, 
regardless of when, where and how they will later be settled, Transfer 
of property can be considered only for the Baltic Germans ond for the 
Wolhynien Germans. ........... 
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2. Trade economy: 


In the Reich Geus, all essential industrial concerns of importance to 

the war, are to be reinstated. The examination of the raw material stove- 
houses is to continue; no great results will, however, be achieved by this, 
It is possible thet the investigetion of raw materials will have better 
success in the General Government. The main thing here is the petrolium 
which must be exploited and trensported into the heich regardless of how 
the payment for it is to be arranged. The mining of iron ore also must be 
pressed forward, 


h. Special questions concerning the Government General: 


eos s... The General Governmcat will have to receive the jews who 
are orderen to emigr-te from Germony and the new Eastern Gaus. However, it 
must not occur again that transporttrains ere sent into the General Govern- 
ment without notification of the General Governor in the regular way and 

at the right time.

Gerhart F, Seger being first duly sworn depores and says: 


l. I was born in Leipzig, Germany, in 1896 and lived 
there until my induction into tho German Arny in 1915. E 
was successively attached to the Cavalry, Infantry anā Ain 
Force, and concluded my military service as a pilot in tho 
German Air Force. I experionced a considerable amount of 
combat flying dutr, was shot down over France in August 1918. 
I received several decorations, one of which was the highest 
meGal awarded by the Austrian governma3nt. Following my 
demobilization from the army I attended Leinzig University 
where I received a degree in journalism in “arch 1920. 
Thereafter I became editor of a nowspaper in Berlin in tho 
period 1929-1923. ifter that I held a position with 
the German Peace Socisty until 1928, odited ^ papor in Dessau 
during tho neriod 1928-1933, and was electod to the Roich- 
stag in 1930. 


Be During the period aftor World War T up until my 
commitment to tho Leipzig jail and Oranisnburg concentration 
camp in the spring of 1933 following the Nazis! accession to 
power in January of that year, my businoss and political 
affiliations exposed me to tho full impact of the Nazi 

heorlos and practico of voilent regimontation and terrorist- 
ic tactics. My conflicts with tho Nazis by virtuo of my 
identification with tho peace movement, and as a duly clectod 
momber of tho Reichstag oprosonting a political faith 
(Social Democratic Party) hostile to National Socialisn, 
clearly demonstrated that, even in tho period prior to 1933, 
tho Nazis considered crimes and torrorism a necessary and 
dosirablo woapon in overcoming domocratic opposition. The 
knowledge acquired as a result of these personal expericnces 
during tho period evontuating in succossful culmination of 
tho Nazis! offorts to seize power led mo to a realization of 
some of tho fundamental purposes and objectives which that 
group sought to accomplish by tho systematic adovtion of 
these tactics. The lapso of timo attestod the validity of 
that realization, Whilo rarely openly articulatod during 

ho poriod ombracod by my personal knowledge, tho ovort actions 
and stuciod practicos of th; Nazis could bš directed to only 
one goal; namely, the perfection of rigid control over Ger- 
many as 2 prcliminary stop to dominance in Europos, and, 
possibly, evontual world hogomony. At that timo tho basic 
pattorn was in process of formulation. Tho following aspects 
of that pattorn woro evidonesd by the actions of the Nazis 
which came within tho Scopo of my personal oxporionco: 

(a) Destruction of political rosiístanco to tho Nazi 

idcology by torrorizing, confining, and destroying domocratic 
opposition olomonts, 


(b) Division of German citizonry on a racial basis 
and discrimination against those who were adjudged not to bo 
of Gorman blood, 


(c) Unlawful appropriation, spoliation, and forcod 
sale of property for tho personal onrichnont of Nazis and for 
the purposo of ostablishing, solidifying, and maintaining 
internal control in Nazi hands, 
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(d) Destruction of racial minoritios and political 
opponents through systomatic underfeoding, deprivation of 
a livelihood, clothing, shelter, food and medical caro; 
oportation of forced labor; work under inhumane conditions. 


Whilo tho attainyrent of oowor was a necessary condition to 
tho full flowering of the Nazi criminal and terroristic motho- 
ology, the outcroppings of such 2 policy wero visiblo in tho 
yoars procoding 1959. Spocific overt acts, within tho scopo 
of my personal knowledges, which evidence tho Nazis! belicf at 
that time that tho use of forco, rogimontation, and torrorism 
was nocossary to the rccomplishment of their purposes, are 
included in this statomont. 


Š, In 1925 my interest in tho Cerman poaco movement 
induced mo to accept tho position of fscretary General of the 
Doutsche Fricdenagescllsehaft which was tho loading organizz- 
tion within Germany advocating complinncs with the terms of 
the Treaty of Versailles on tho part of Germany. At that time 
tho important policy issue before the Gorman public was whether 
Germany should conscicntiously fulfill its obligations under 
the Treaty of Vorsaillos with a view to obtaining its gradual 
revision in a peaceful manner or whothor thero should bo a 
concortod, albeit clandostino, effort to sabotage the Treaty. 
The Peace Socioty with which I becamo affiliatod advocated 
adherence on tho part of Cormany to the Treaty of Versailles 
and a policy of reconcilintion with former allics. Espousal 
of these principles enabled tnis organization to make a sub- 
stantial contribution to the causo of perco. Its prosidont, 
Dr. Ludwig Quidde, the Historian of Munich University, was 
awarded the Nobel paace Prizcin 1925.1n its opposition to 
clandestino militarism tho tonots of this organization woro 
Giamotrically opposed to the principles and practices of the 
National Socialist Party. Ths latter party and sympathotic 
militaristic interosts ovolvod the theory of tho "unronlity 
of defeat" and that "our armios were not boston" as a basis 
for tho doctrine that since the conclusion of tho war a shame 
and disgrace had befallen Csrmany which could only bo recti- 
fied by a groat saerifico, oventunlly, a war. Thus, the 
ideslcgical predicate was laid for a vohomont militarism on 
the part of those groups. 


4, The antagonism of the followers of Mitler to my 
organization was dramatically demonstrited on numerous 
occasions when moetings of tho Poace Socioty wore broken up 
and torrorized by shock-troops and SA units. i; number of 
examples are given bolows 

(2) One such occasion rolates to a moeting in Essen 
in May 1925, at that timo France hid occupied the Ruhr Basin 
as a rosult of Germany's dofeult on hor Troaty obligations. 
While the Gorman covornnont had instructed tho population of 
that territory to rofrain from any acts of violonco, tho Naz 
Party organized groups of saboteurs to croato unrest nnd stimu- 
late violence, The best known loador of tho sabotours was a 
soldior of fortune by the namo of Lo»? Schlageter who subso- 
quently was sontoneod to death by a Fronch military court and 
oxocutod, In its program of supporting tho govornmont tho 
Gorman Peace Socloty arranged for a number of mootings in that 
torritory to impress upon tho population tho nocossity for an 
attitude of understandings. I was scheduled as tho principal 
speaker at ono of these mootings which was held in Esson during 
tho month of May, 1923, attended by an audienco of sovoral 
thousands of persons. Bofcro tho mosting got underway an 
organized Nazi group strong-armod their way to tho platform 
with the announced purpose of attacking me, but wore provontod 
from reaching tho stage by local police. Howovor, they 
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ssaulted a numbor of participants of that mecting and 
aata Pe in creating such a disturbanco that tho mooting had 
to be adjournod. 


(b) ahot such occurrences took place in tho spring 
of 1925, ^t Siogo Vestohelir, whore a moeting was scheduled 
to take placo ^ 19 municip^l suditoriun. Shortly boforo 
tho mocting i rco group of tho SA gained ontranco to tho 
building and »ccup od tho front part of tho auditoriums 
Tho prosiding officer of tho mootin; was to bo tho chairman 
of tho local branch of the German Ponco Socioty who was a war 
veteran having lost both of his legs. while T was accomp^ny- 
ing him slowly from tho railroad dopot toward tho municipal

(c) On ono DESANLOM during the poriod of my associ- 
tho Germain Pšaeo Socloty I wroto and oausod t» be 
pamphlot sr apenas š on tho sub ct of tho "Black 
This was a commontary on tho methods pursuod 
iichswohr in soəking to ovado ths torms of tho Trsaty 
os Shortly after this documont was distributod 
including Hitlor's own nowspapor, "Voolkis-

DG, 5 ) oxomolifiod their attitude toward 
any porson or naniza ition which stood for adhoronos to tho 
Troaty of Vorsaillos and tho rostraint of German militarism 
It is not nocossary for mo to relate furthor specific oxam- 
plos of tho torroristic mothods to which I was exposed during 
the pnoriod of my connection with this Socioty. The foro- 
going instancos wore repeated many times. Those evonts 
mado it apparent that tho Ponce Socioty would thereafter. be 
inoffective in combatting tho militaristic trend which had 
tho silent support of tho Roichswohr and tho ^pon espousal of 
tho Nazis ^s woll as tho Consorvativo-Nationalist Party lod 
by Dr. Fugonbsr;;. Thoroforo, I loft my »osition with tho 
Gorman Ponce Socisty and roturnod to my journalistic pro- 
fossinn, I beenme the oditor of a daily social domocratic 
nowspapor, the "Volksblatt", publishod in Dossau, Anhalt. 


5. Tho formor Dukodom of Anhalt was part of tho Roich- 
stag Constituency No. 10, Magdoburg-.nhalt. I was soloctod 
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by tho Social Democratic Party of tho Constituency as one 
of its candidatos for momborship in the Reichstag, and ran 
for oloction which took place on tho 14th of Sontombor 19350. 
I was olsctod at that timo. This was tho first oloction in 
whic sh tho Nazis made substantial grains, having incronsod thoir 
rmambor of roprosontativos in tho Reichstag from 13 t> 107. 
During tho campaign Nazi torrorism was provelont in thoso 
Constituencies in which they wore dosirous of making ^4 show- 
or whors they thought they had ^ chance of winning. In 
oloction Himmlor was ono of my compotitors; also General 
von Soockt, who, although not a candidato of tho Nazi Party, 
had osrnod tho support of tho Nazis by virtuo of his militor- 
istic viovs. Thoso. lo^dors rocoivod sufficient votos for 
oloetion undor tho systom of proportional ropresontation. 
Eimulor's candidacy mado tho rosult of tho oloction in this 
district 4 question of party prostigo. One of tho moans 
omployod by tho Nazis to insure a particul:r succoss in 
that district wag to bring in prominont outsido spoakors of 
thoir Party tozothor with an imposing Beer tiat of storm 
troopors. Thoy not only followed this stratogy in mootings 
^rranuod for thoir ovn spoakours vhoro storm troopors prevont- 
od anyone connoctod with tho ^»position from taking tho floor, 
but thoy also sont spozkors into mootings of otker political 
pertics accompanied by many storm troopers, often physically 
taking ovor tho meeting. Ono particular mooting which the 
Nazis tricd to take over »hrsically wns hold during that 
campaign in the city of Ramhn in innalt.

was represented in sufficicnt 
s attompt. 


6, anothor mosting during that campaign took place in 
the city of ischorslobon where tho Nazis brought in as thoir 
speaker Roland Froislor who later boeame tho Minister of 
Justico in tho Nazi govermont of Prussia. Froislor brought 
with him such a largo dotachmont of storm troopers, somo of 
whom woro armod with pistols and clubs, that they succecdod 
in forcibly oxcluding ovorybody not in sympathy with their 
viows, and thus concluded as their own mooting tho ono which 
had boon calləd by tho Social Democratic Party. 


Te aS in tho caso of terroristic tactics manifested in 
connocti»^n with moctings of tho Peace pede} the foregoing 
incidents are representative of the systematic practices of 
tho Nazis with reforsnes to thoir political opponents.  Thoso 
violont tactics, reported many times, aro thus domonstratod 
to have constituted an integral aspect of their political 
crood. 4lways tho first endcavor of this mothod was to 
transmute political vi psi into physical combat, and thus 
to rely on suporior fighting tochniquo and brutality as a

8. zvon in tho actual doliborati»ons of the Reichstag 
tho Nazis resorted to the samo ruthloss procoduros. Horo 
again they sought to destroy parliamentary rovornmont and 
attain thoir ends by a display of apguürossion and tho uso of 

opprossivo mothods, Illustrative of thoir actions within tho 
halls of the Reichstag are the following: 


(3) On the 14th of September 1950, 107 Nazi mombors 
of tho Roichstag were oloctod out Or, a total momborship of 
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524, This group of 107 Nazi mombors ooniuctod thomsolvos 
like a storm troop unit, Whenovor roprosontativos of tho 
£ovornmont or tho domoerntic parties spoke tho Nazi mombors 
marched out in a body in stuaiod contompt of tho spo^kor, 

or ontorod in a body to interrupt tho spoakor, thus making 

it physically impossible for tho Roichsta; Prosidont to main- 
tain order, 


(b) According to tho pulos of the Roichstag a limite 
ed spoaking time was accorded to each speaker dopending 
upon his place in tho debate, Tho spoaker of tho houso was 
ch^rcod with maintaining that schedule. It was ono of tho 
favorite tactics of tho Nazis t> disrupt the schedule by a 
noisy Gemonstration whenever ono cf thoir own speakers ran 
overtime and was cut off by tho Rolchstaz President. on 
such 5oca^sions, tho Nazis ersatod such a bedlam that tho 
Prosidont could not make himself heart. Similarly, in tho 
caso of speakors of opposition partias, tho Nazi mombors 
constantly intorruptoà, ofton Posortin; to lengthy and 
spurious parliamentary manouvors, with tho result that tho 
schedulo `f the sossion was thrown out of Conr. 


(c) Tho tactics of disturbance of parlinnentary 
procoodings omoloyod by tho Nazis finally culminated in 
physical attacks upon mombors of tho houso ^s well as visitors, 
¿t one time in 1932 a visitor, Holmuth Klotz, who came to call 
on à Comocratic membor of tho house was ohysically attacked 
by tho Nazis. Klotz had been a well-known submarino com- 
mander in the Gorman Navy in orld War T and, ss an ardent 
supporter of tho republic, had publicly opposed a policy of 
scerotly rearmins Gormany thus incurring tho wrath of tho 
Nazi Party. Ho was attacked ina corridor of tho Reichstag 
Building by Hoinos and other Nazi mombors f tho house, and, 
when democratic mombors of tho h uso como to his roscuo, 
the Nazis called moro of their mombsrs to pre he assault 
until tho Roichstag Prosidont found it nee 
police to restoro ordor.

resorted to in full mosnsuno during that campaign. I was 
again ro-oloctod to the Reichsta at the conclusion of tho 
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campaign. It was far more difficult at that timo t> 

obtain adequate protection from the Prussian State Police for 
the reason that the Papon-Putsch of 20 July 1952 resulted in 
tho declaration of mortial low in Prussia. Tho Roichwohr, 
undor tho command of Gonernl Gord von Rundstodt, did little 
to maintain order at political mootíings. 


(g) After Hitler was appointed Chancellor on 30 
January 1955 tho Reichstag was again dissolved anà an cloction 
schodulod for the 5th of March, Nazi methods of terror 
Po^chod a poak in this campaign. During the ^»oriod immed- 
intoly proceeding the scheduled oloction date I was campaign- 
ing in my homo district whore tho Nazis had taken a dominant 
part in tho olccti»n. On tho 2nå ^f March botwoon tho 
hours of 2:00 and 3:00 s.m. my wife and I wero awakened by 
^ disturbince in tho stroot, Five storm troopors appóarod in 
front of tho apartment house calling my name. My wifo 
stopped out of our bedroom onto the balcony to ascertain tho 
causo ^f the disturbanco. 4S She did s^ one of tho storm 
troopers fired 4 revolver and the shot wont ovor hor head into 
the coiling ^f cur bedroom. The noxt day I took my wife and 
daughtor to tho homo of my mothor in tho city ^f Leipzig 
intondin; to stay thoro until tho Roichstag roconvonod, On 
Sunday, March 12, whilo my wifo was taking our child out for 
a walk tho door bell at my mothor!s apartment rang. Throe 
local policomen and four Si mon appoared at the door and ro- 
quostoà mo to identify mysolf which I dii. Tacreupon, thoy 
took mo in an autcmobilo to a polico jail in tho City of 
Loipzig whers I was kept in solitary confinement for two anys, 
On March 14 I was transferred to tho county jail of Dassau 
whoro Iwas again kopt in solitary eonfinonent for throo 
months, During tho period of my inearcoration in those 
prisons I wes given rolative frcodom in tho uso of my timo 
and was, in consrel, troatoz proporly. From timo to timo 
I was intorrog.ited by Dessau polico officors in n mannor 
indicotin; thet they would liko to ostablish that I was cone 
nectod in smo way with tho Roichsta; firo. This was an 
obvious "rod-horrinz" which tho polico, ^n orders of tho 
Costano, resortod t^ for tho purposo of succosting some 
justification, howovor tonucus, for my continuod detention. 
The transparent absurdity of this tactic finally inducod the 
police t» abandon it, 


9, During my imprisormont 
my power t^ bring about my roloaso o at least, to have 
charges filed in tho dusperate hapi at they might bo tho 
subjoct of a judicial hearin, amon, othor things, I wrote 
a letter to the Prosident of the German Supreme.Court, Dr. 
Erwin Bumke, pointing out thet my a constituted an 
infringement of my parliamentary imm , 28 2 membor of the 
Reichstag Forcicn Affairs Committes, w h contimoed in 
cffoct until the Now Reichstag eonvenod, also, in oral and 
written commnicrtions to various »fficials, I insistod on tho 
protection afforded to citizons of Germany undor tho Weimar 
Constitution, My lawyer domanded that charges against mo 
bo filcd or othorwiso made known to mo. These efforts wore 
wholly inoffoctivo, Chargos wore never filed nor did I roe 
colvo a singlo ecohoront statement from any Nazi or polico 
ofiicinl, hich or low, which informed mo of tho logal or, 
indeod, tho political basis for my linenrcorntion. Evidontly, 
my only sin was my refusal t^ subscribe t» tho principles and 
mothods of tho Nazi Party. That refusal was rofloctod in my 
public and parliamontary statements and in my writings. Such 
Gisa:;roomont was consistently peaceful and never implomonted 
by physical ageression or by my association with any croup which 
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Spnonsorod the uso of physical force, However, under the 
Pogimo which camo into power on 80 January 1955, moro dis- 
Apgroomont involved, inoxorably, jeopardy of the heroctic's 
lifs. i 


10. On 14 Juno 1933 I was transferred to tho concon- 
tration camp ^t Oranionbur:;. I romiined in Oranienburg 
until tho 4th of Doconbor 1933 when I oscapod from that in- 
stitution and was fortunato onouch to sot across tho Gorman- 
Czochoslov^kian border, My experiences in that camp have 
heretofore been documented in my book entitled, "A Nation 
Torrorizod" which was publishod by the Reilly & Loo Company, 
Chicago, in 1935.

I have the honor to report that, in accordance with my tele- 
gram No. 1557 of November 4, 2 P.N., to the Department and the 
Department's telegram No. 563 of November 4, 3 Pelue, to me, I 
left Paris, to visit Ambassador Biddle, on Saturday evening, 
November 13th at 6;15 Pele, arriving in Warsew at 4:32 Pem., on 
November 14th. I left Warsaw at 10:20 P.h., November 17th, arriv- 
ing in Berlin at 8;00 A-elie, November 18th. I departed from 
Berlin on November 19th at 9:30 Pei., arriving in Paris at 9:55 
Asle, on Saturday, November 20th. 


In the course of this trip I talked with a number of states- 
men and diplomats, and it has occurred to me that the Department 
of State might be interested in having more than a formal report 
of the dates of my journey. I append, therefore, memoranda re- 
cording portions of conversations with tho following: l. The 
Polish Minister for Foreign Affairs, Colonel Joseph Beck, Marshal 
Smigly-Rydz, and other members of the Polish Government; 2. The 
Japenese Ambassador in Warsaw, Shuichi Sakoh; 3. The Italian 
Ambassador in Berlin, Bernardo Attolico; 4. Baron Konstantin 
von Neurath; 5. Doctor Hjalmer Schacht; 6. General Hermann 
Gocring.

MEMORANDUM OF A CONVERSATION BETWEEN AMBASSADOR 
BULLITT AND DOCTOR HJALMAR SCHACHT. 


I had a conversation with Doctor Hjelmar Schacht which 
was not altogcthor without interest. Schacht began by Saying . 
that he regretted greatly that nothing had como of his two visits 
to Paris in thc course of which he had attempted to establish the 
basis for a Franco-German rapprochement. Ho said that he had 
found Blum extremely reasonable with regard to tho colonial quos- 
tion. He then went on to speak of tho absoluto necessity for 
doing $ mothing to produce peace in Europe before tho outbreak 
of war toward which the Continent was drifting. Ho prefaced his 
remarks by saying that he himsclf today was "completely without 
influence on that man," moaning Hitler. Ho Soomod to regard him- 
self as politically dead and to have small respect for "that 
mane" He said thet the one way he could see to peace was through 
direct negotiations between France and Gormany. He did not bo- 
liove that tho conversations which Halifex was about to have with 
Hitler would lead to any considerable results. Hitler was fur- 
ious with the British because he had made his onc grcat gesture 
of political generosity toward the British end the British had 
not responded by eny similar gesture. Ho had offered to limit 
the Gorman fleet and the British hod quictly pockctcd this con- 
cession and had then mado nono of tho corresponding gestures 
toward Germany that Hitler had anticipatcd. 


Schacht said that in his Opinion the best way to begin 
to deal with Hitler wes not through political discussions but 
through cconomic discussions. Hitler was not in tho loast inter- 
estcd in cconomic matters. He regarded money as "filth." It 
was, thereforc, possible to sntor into negotiations with him in 
the cconomic domain without arousing his cmotional antipathies 
and begun to load him into arrangements in the political and 
military fields in which hc was intensely intcrested. 


Hitlor was dotermined to have Austria ovontuelly attached 
to Germany and to obtain et least autonomy for tho Germans of 
Bohcmia. At the prescont moment, he was not vitally concernod 
about the Polish corridor and in his (Schacht's) Opinion, it 
might be possible to maintain the Corridor provided Danzig were 
permitted to join Rast Prussia and provided some sort of a bridge 
could bo built across tho Corridor uniting Danzig and East 
Prussia with Germany.

MEMORANDUM OF CONVERSATION BLTWEEN AMBASSADOR BULLITT 
_ AND GbNukaL HERMANN GOERING

I said to General Gosring ns soon as I mot him that I 
should bc cxtremely glad to heve his ideas on tho prospects of 
peaco and war in Europo snd that I wishcd ho would bogin by tell- 
ing mo what ho thought of Germany's rolations with Franoo. 


Gocring said that thore was no diroct conflict whatsoover 
todey: between Germany and Franco. Gorusny hoà given up entirely 
and forever the iden of regaining Alsecc-Lorraino. Germany had 
learned through long oxpcricnec thet tho people of Alsace and 
Lorrains would ineviteoly bo against whichever of the two coun- 
trics happened to have the Sovercignty over Alsace-Lorraine a 
the moment and would bo permancatly a source of discord within 
the country to which they were ettachod. Gorieny did not dosiro 
to heve any half-loyal citizens and, therefore, had not the 
slightost desire for a return of jlsroc-Lorroino to the German 
Reich. 


In addition, the cconomic systems of France and Gormany 
were conplotcly complcmentery. It should be possible to develop 
to a much greater cxtunt tho xchange of £11 sorts of products 
between Frence end Germany. 


Furthormorc, th. French ha ontributed so much to tho 
culture of Germany ond tho Gormans hed contributod so much to tho 
culturo of Franco thet as two civilized pcoplos who lived sido by 
Side they hod : 1g tocn for each other. Further- 
more, the Fronoh and the Gəmaens respectvd cach other as brave 
soldiers snd courage pcoples who were ready to dio for their 
respective countrics 1 eddition, the French Government had 
indicated that it wn: prepared insofar as it wes concerned, to 
return thc Gorman colonics which hed been transferred to France 
by the Treety of Vorsoillos. There was, unfortunatcly, the pro- 
viso that Franco would only take this »otion if Great Britain 
wore prepared to make a similar concessions 


there wes, therefore, no cause of discord whatsocver in 
tho dircet relations bctwoon France end Germany to prevent the 
closest sort of fricndship bctwcon the two countrios. So far as 
he could sey with authority that Germany 
Nas proparod to conclude at once an cffunsive and defensive 
&llisnee with Freneo. 
Tho sole source of friction between Germany end France 
was the refusal of France to permit Germany to achieve certain 
vital naticnal necessitics. If France, instond of accepting a 
collaboration with Germany, should continue to follow a policy of 
building up alliences in Rastorn Furopo to prevent Germany from 
thc cohiovemont of her legitimate aims it was obvious that thoro 
would be conflict between France and Gormeny. 


I asked Gooring whet nins oSpcoinlly he had in mind. He 
replied, "We are determined to join to the German Reich all 
Germens who are contiguous to the Reich nnd aro divided from the 
great body of the German race morely by the artificial barriers 
imposed by the Treaty of Versailles,” 
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I asked Gocring if ho meant that Gernany was absolutely 
determined to annex Austrie to the Reich. He replied that this 
was an abs“lute determination of the German Government. The 
German Government at tho present time was not pressing this 
matter because of certain momentary political considcrations, 
especially in their relations with Italy; but Germany would toler- 
ate no solution of the austrian quéstion other than the consolida- 
tion of Austria in the German Reich. He then added a Stetomcnt 
which went further than any I have heard on this Subject. Ho 
said, "Thero are schemos being pushed now for a union of austria, 
Hungary, and Czechoslovakia either with or without a Hapsburg at 
the head of the unit. Such n solution is absolutely inaccept- 
able to us, and for us the conclusion of such an agreencnt would 
be an immediate casus bclli." (Gocring uscd the Latin expression 
casus belli. t is not & translation from the Gorman, in which 
our conversation was carricd on.)

I asked if the German Government might not be content if 
the Czech Government should accord to tho Gorirns of Bohemia a 
large measure of local cutonony while keoping thon undor Czech 
Sovorcignty.  Gooring rcpliod that such £ concession on tho part 
of the Czcchoslovak Government would load to e temporery appossc- 
mont of the situation; but the autonomy would have to be real 
autonomy end such s solution would not be & final solution. 
There could be no finel solution but tho inclusion of thcse

Gormans within tho Rcich. 


I asked Gocring |; he viowcd thc ensc of thc Germans in 
other portions of Europe notebly thc Germans of Trensylvenic. 
Ho replicd thet these racial groups were cut off frou the main 
body of thc Goruen people end could not, therefore, bo joined to 
it. All that Germany would insist upon would be thet they should 
bc treated as cquols with equal rights and be permitted to rotein 
their cultural lifc.  Thc situction of the Germans in Transyl- 
vania was extremely unsatisfactory». On the othor hend, the Yugo- 
slavs had trostod tho Gormans within their borders with such 
conspicuous intelligence snd fairness that tho lcadcrs of tho 
Gormans of Yugoslavia hed informed hin rocontly that they had no 
roal gricvances and that they would resist to the utmost any 
arrangements in Europc which might envisege their return to 
Hungery. 


Gocring then addcd thet the only othcr two considcrable 
Gorman racial groups which would lic outsidc the borders of tho 
German Reich, after the Gormens of Austria and Bohomia had bcon 
included, would be the Germans of tho South Tyrol who wore now 
in the hends of Italy and the Germans in Poland. He did not fool 
that thore was a sufficient numbor of Germans in Italy to warrant 
a major wer for thcir attachment to tho Reich. Similerly the 
Germans of Poland would heve to Sto; whero they were because thoro 
were a considcroblo number of Polos in Germany and all that cither 
Poland or Germany could expoet would bo that these minoritics 
Should be treated on sach sido of the bordor with the greatest 
human considcratior. 
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Govring wont on to say that the idea that Gormany had any 
ambitions to rnn.x tho Ukreine was puro nonscnse» I suggested 
that ono of tho rorsons it was nonsense was that it would involve 
first the conquest of Poland and thon the conquest of the whole 
of Central Europo before it could become reelizablo. 


Gocring ruplicd that this was so end that in addition 
Germany hed no desire to have territory in Europe except terri- 
tory inhabited by Germans. 


I thanked Goocring for giving mo such a cloar expression 
of Germany's intontions with regard to tho Contincnt and asked 
him 1f ho would pass on to thc colonial ficld. 


Goering said that Germany's donends in tho colonial field 
worc well known. They wore for a return of tho German colonics 
Which hed been taken away from Germany by tho Treaty of Vor- 
sailles. Gormany hed no right to demand anything but these col- 
onics. On the other hand, Germany had no desire to bo stiff- 
necked about this matter. If England should not wish to return 
Gorman East africa or Gorman Southwest africe, for military and 
other reasons, Germany would mako no objcetion if Englend could 
make an arrangement, fineneial or othcrwise, with Portugal and 
Belgium for tho giving to Gormany of Portuguese and Belgian col- 
onics in West Africa which would compensste Germany for the loss 
of hor East african possessions. It was idle to Say thes Gormany 
could not got raw maturicls of great valuo from Lfrican colonics; 
for exampl., the Cameroons. It was entirely true that today the 
Cameroons had been very little develcped and were producing very 
little, but with German intelligence and energy applied to them, 
they could be made tc produce materials of tho grectost value to 
Germany. The sam: was trus of many other areas in Lfrice which 
today were undeveloped or under-developed. The essential problem 
for Germany was to feed end maintain her people at & docent 
Standard of living. It wes entircly cloer that with the increase 
of population in Gormany tho soil now in tho hands of Gernany 
would be insufficicnt to maintain this incrcasing German popula- 
tion, Before the war, when berricrs to international trade had 
been low, it hed becn possible for Germany to maintain herself 
by her great intcrnetionsl tradc. Today barricrs wore so high 

o: t this would soon bocome impossible He hoped that thoro 
might be a reduction of such berricrs and thet Gormany could 
find increcsing markets for hor products but she could not fool 
safc unloss sho hrd a colonial domein which would give hor access 
to hor own raw matcrials. 

Gocring thon wont on to say that he deplored greatly tho 
prescnt state of treds relations bctwoon Germany and tho United 
States. The trado between tho two countrics wes cussing to be 
of any importance which was c ntrery to all reason. Indeed, 
Germeny wes clmost isoletod from tho United States. Thero wore 
certain countrics with which Germany had good relations; end 
certain countries with which Germany hod bad relations; bus with 
the United Stetcs, Germany hod no relations at ell. Ho then 
asked me why I bulicved thoro wes such hostility to Germeny in 
the United Statcs. 


I replicd that there were many sourecs of this hostility. 

All smericens wore devoted to the idealof dcinccracy. Thore had 

been a dumocretic govornmont in Gormany, or at loast thc semblanco 
of & demucratic government, which had boon destroyed and replaced 
by Nazi dictatorship. any governing group which destroyed dcrioc- 
racy to replace it by dictatorship would always bc unpopular in 

tho Unitcd States. Furthermore, the Gorman Government had at the 
sanc time atteekcd with tho utrost violcnee the Jows, the Cathclic 
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Church and the Prot.stont Church. The rosction in Amorica among 
Protostants, Catholics snd Jows hed, thoroforo, boon natural, 
immediate, ond intonsc. 

Gccring then protcstod, saying that ho was infornod that 
pouplc in the United States belicved that tho Netional Socialist 
Government was attompting to sot up e heathen church in Germany s 
I rcpliod that this was Sce Hc said that it was truc that within 
tho Nazi Gcvornment thorc was & smell group of pooplo who dce sired 
to sco a roturn to tho Narso guðs, but he could assure mo that 
this novoront was conplotcly without importance end did not in- 
cludo more than onc pcreont of tho Nazi Party. So far as ho, 
hinsclf, wes Concorned, ho was e Protestant and still attended 
church serviccs. He hed boon to church recently on the occasion 
of thc confiruction of his nophow. Ho thought that the violonoeo 
of thc ronction in the Unitod States probably was duc to tho 
JcWwS. I rcplicd that in some Lossurc it was duc to the Jews as 
was only natural, but that it was not only the Jews but all 
alicriceans who were shockud end horrificd by the troctnont of the 
Jows in Germany end thet the attacks on the Catholic Church and 
the Protestant Church and on dumecracy snd huuan froodou wore 
factors of oqual importance. 

I eddod that thoro was an additionel clement which

hç cunsidercd this cntircly reasonable

biddon any Goruen citizon t participate in any way in the for- 
mation of such groups. He belicved that I would find that such 
Groups were formed oy Amorican citizcns of Germen origin. I 
replicd thet T folt quite certain thet such groups would not be 
femucd without tho approval cnà desire of the Gorman Governmont. 
Gooring then ssid; "It is true that ccortsin porsons in our 
Governmont here boliovo thet wo Should attcnpt tc organizo the 
Gornens, cspecinlly of the Kiddlo W St, because thoy feol that 
if if Gorneny should egein bee uss involved in war with France and 
Englend, thers would como e moment when tho United states night 
again consider entering such = war against Germany and they bee 
licve that such groups of organized Germans in tho United States 


might throw their influcnec decisively against a declaration of 


war ena might prevent the United Stetes cntcring such a conflict. 


I then seid thet I could morely rorind him of two things: 
Tho first, thet tho organization of Gorman er ups in the United 


Statcs during tho late war hed sroused hostility throughout tho 
cntirc country against Germany. Tho second, a convorsetion 
which had taken place during tho World War botwoon our Ambassador 
to Germany, Mr. Janes Gorcrd and Zimmerman, who was Acting Sccre- 
tary of Stato for Forcign Affairs of the Reich at that time. 
aimucrman had stated to Gerard that the United Stetos could not 
ontor tho war because thoro wore five million Germans in tho 
Unitcd States who would prevent by force, if necessary, any such 
ection. Mr. Gerard had ropliod that if there were fivc million 
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Germans in tho Unitod States whe would provont by force, if neces- 
sary, any such setion, there wore fivo million and one lamp pcsts. 
Goering did not soex t got the point with absolute clarity. I, 
thoroforo, added, "and you will understand that, if, as you have 
Said, there aro six million Gorrinns in the United States tcday, 
who could bo organized to influence the action of the United 
States Government, there are a great many more than six million 
treo limbs on which to ang thon." 


Goering seemed to find this remark entiroly reasonable 
ond in a mre friendly and intimato tone asked, "What thon can 
we dc t. improve our relations with the United States?" T re- 
plied that he hed an excellent ambassador in Washington at tho 
Loront who could doubtless inform hin bettcr then I could on 
this subject. 


I thon asked Goor? for his viows with regard to the 
Far Fest, He seid that no belicved the Japanese would win the 
war and succeed in Jmpesing on China procisely what tnoy should 
desire to impose. I asked Gooring if he knew preciscly what 
that was. He said thet ho believed thet the Japanese aim was 
to organize the Narthorn Provinces of China thoroughly es a base 
from which to attack the Soviot Union, since it was obvious 
that Japan would be cunpelled to attack the Sovict Union owing 
to the geographic position of Vladivostok. Tho Japanese desirod 
to have Central and South Chins in relative chacs and impotence 
until they hed finished with thc Scvict Union. 


At this point, G cring asked ro why tho Unitod 
had begun to buiid battleships for tho So t Unicn. 
that I had no information to the effect that thc meri 
Government was buildir g battleships fcr the Soviet Un 
ccnsidorcd such a roport highly impro-beblo. Gooring 
his information indeco wes rathor vague on this point.

411 his informe- 
tion was to the cffect that Planes actually manufacturcd in 
Russis copying smoericesn models woro of such inferior workmanship 
thet they could not conparc with planes netuelly built in 
Alicrica.

I, Housing of Jews 


1. a) Protective regulations for tenants will not be generally reveked in 
the case of Jews, It is desirable, however, to proceed in individual 
cases in such a way that Jews will live together in one house, as 

much as feasible under rental conditions. 


b) For this reason the 2rianization of real estate will be the last 
Step of tho total arianization, that means that at present real estate 
is only to bo arianized in individual cases where there are compelling 
reasons. An immediate concern is the ^rianization of plants and business 
enterprises, farm property, forests, ctc, 


2. Ihe use of sleepers and dining cars is to be prohibited for Jews, 
Apart from that no separate Jew-compartements must bc arronzed for. 
Ncither should any bans be pronounced rerarding the use of reibways, 
streetcars, subways, buses and ships. 


3. The ban for Jews is to be pronounced only for certain public estab- 
lishments etc, This includes such hotels end restaurcats whith are mainly 
visited by Farty members (for instance: Hotel Kais:rhot, Berlin; Hotel 
Vierjahreszeiten Munich; Hotel Deutscher Hof, Nuernber;, Hotel Drei 
Mohren, Augsburg, ctc.)

Any transfer of more thon insignificant forces to Czechoslovakia 
is regarded as outside the range of practical possibilitics, as is 
the concentrated commitment of large formotions against the armies 
fighting in Czechoslovakia. 


2) The British war planc force will consist of some 850 war planes 
on October lst of which 300 to 350 can be regarded as modern. The 
majority of the front line aircraft as well as some 200 to 300

Due to their inadequate range the present British war plane 
formations are not in a position to carry on a vigorous air war 
from their home bases only without violating sovereign Dutch or 
Belgian territory. 


Even if Dutch and Belgian neutrality is ignored only the modern 
war planes need be taken into account as a serious threat to the 
Ruhr.

in production. A further inercase in production by making arcater demands on

Consequently autarchy becomes imposs bie, specifically in the sphere of food 
Supplies as well as generally. 


Participation in World Economy. Thero are limits to this which we are 
uncblo to transgress, The market fluctuations vould be an obstacle to a 
secure foundation of the German position; international commcrciol agreements 
do NOT o:for any guarantee for practical execution. It must be considered on 
principle that since tne World War (1914-18) =o industrislization has taken 
place in countries which formerly exported food. We live in a period: of econ- 
‘omic empires, in which the tendency to colonize again approaches the condition 
which originally motivated colonization; in JAPAN and ITALY economic motives 
are the basis of their will to expand, the economic need will also drive GER- 
MANY to it. Countries outside the great economic empires have special diffi- 
culties in expanding economically,

The upward tondency, which hes been caused in world economy, due to arma- 
ment competition, can nover form a permancnt basis fer an economic settlement, 
and this lattcr is also haapered by the economic disruption caused by Dolshe- 
vism, It is a pronounced military weakness of those States who base their 
existence on export. As our exports and imports are carried out over those 
Sea lanes which are ruled. by BRITAIN, it is more a question of security of 
transport rather than one of foreign currency, and this explains the great 
weakness in our food situition in wartime. ihe only way out, and one which 
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ay appear imaginary, is the securing of srexter living space, an endeavor 
which at all tines hos been the cause ef the formation of states and of 
movements of nations, It is explicable th-t this tendoncy finds no in- 
terest in GENEVA and in satisfied States. Should the security of our food 
position bo our foremost thought, then the space required for this can 
only be sought in Europe, but we will not copy liberal capitalist policies 
which rely on exploiting colonics. It is NOT a case of conquering people, 
but of conquering agriculturclly useful space. It would also bo more to 
tae purpose to sock raw material producing territory in Europe directly 
adjoining the Reich and not Overseas, and this solution would have to be 
orought into effeet in one or two generations, What would bo required at a 
liter dnte over and above this must be left to subsequent generations. The 
development of great world-wide nstion^l bodies is n^turally 2 slow process 
and the German people, with its strong racial root, has for this purpose the 
most fnvornbl. foundations in the heart of the European Continent. The 
history of 211 times - Romen Empire, British Emoire - has proved that every 
Space expansion ccn only bo effected by breaking resistence end taking risks, 
Even setbacks sro uniwoidsble; neither formerly nor today has space been 
found without an owner; the attacker always comes up against the proprietor. 


The question for GERMANY is where th. &rontest possible conquest could 
be made at lowest cost, 


German polities must reckon with its two n toful enemies, ENGLAND and 
FRANCE, to whom 2 strong Gon.^n colossus in the contro of EUROPE would be 
intolerable, Both these stratos vould appose a further reinforcement of 
GERMANY, both in EUROPS ong overseas, and in this opposition they would h:ve 
the support of ^ll portiss. Both countries would view tnc building of 
German military strongpoints ovursers ss a threat to their overseas communi- 
cations, as a security, mersuro for Germen commerce, and retrospectively a 
strengthening of the Corman position in Europe, 


ENGLAND is NOT in ^ position to eede any of her colonial possessions 
to us owing to tno rcsistanco which she experiences in the Dominions. After 
the loss of prestige which ENGLAND HaS suffered owing to the transfer of 
ABYSSINTA to Italian ownership, 2 return of EAST AFRICA can no longer be 
expected. ¿ny resistence on ENGLAND!s part woulda st best consist in tho 
readiness to satisfy our qoloninl claims by trking away colonies which at 
the present moment are NOT in British hands, c.g. ANGOLA. French favors 
would probably be of the same nature. 


4 serious discussion regarding the return of colonies to us could be 
considered only at a tiuo when ENGLAND is in 2 stote of emergency and the 
German Reich is strong "nd well-armed, The Fulrer does not share the opinion 
that the Empire is unshekesble, Resistance against the Empire is to bc 
found less in conquered territories than amongst its competitors. The British 
Empire and the Roman Empire cennot be compared with onc another in regard 
to durability; since the Punic Wers the intter did not have 2 serious politi- 
eal onomy. Only the disselving cffects which originated in Christendom, end 
the signs of age which creep into oil states, mde it possible for the Ancient 


Germans to subjugate Ancient ROME. 


Alongside the British Empire today a number of States oxist which are 
stronger then it, The British Mother Country is ^blc to defend its colonial 
possessions only allied with other States end NOT by its own power. How 
could ENGLAND alone, for example, defend CANaDA against an ottack by AMERICA 
or its Far Eastern interests against an attack by JaPaN, 


The singling out of the British Crown as the bearer of Empire unity is 
in itself on admission thet the universal empire cannot, be maintained per- 
manently by power politics, The following are significant pointers in this 
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IRELAND!s tendency for independence, 


Constitutional dis sputes in INDIA where ENGLAND, by 
her half-measures, loft the door epon for Indians 
at a inter date to utilize the nonfulfillment of 
constitutional promises 2s a weapon against BRITAIN. 


The wenxcning cf the British position in the 
FAR #87 by JAPAN, 


The opposition in tho MEDITERRANEAN to Ita dy which - 
by virtue of its history, driven by necessity and led 
by ^ genius => expands its power position 2nd must con- 
sequently infringe British interests to cn increasing 
extent. Tho outcome of tho 43YSSINIAN War is a loss 
of prestigo for Britain which Italy is endcavoring to 
increase by stirring up discontent in the MOHAMMEDAN 


: world. 


It must be established in conclusion th^t the Empire connot be hold 
permanently by Pubs politics by 45 million Britons, in spite of all the 
solidity of hor ideals, The proportion of tho populations in the “impire , 
compored with that of the Motherland is 9:1, and it should act as a warning 
to us that if we oxnand in spaco, we must NOT 2llow the level of our popu- 
lation to become too low, 


France's position is moro otii thon tn ct -or ENGLAN The French 
Empiro is butter pleced geor ohicaliy, the population of its. colonial 
possessions represents s potential military increase, But FRANCE is faced 
with difficulties of internal politics, at the present time only 10 per 
cent approximately of the n:tions hove parliamentary governments whereas 90 
per cent of them have totalitarian governments, Nevertheless we have to 
take the following into our political consider:tions as power factors: 


BRITAIN, FRANCE, RUSSIA end the adjoining smaller States.

with France, as in every case it would have 2s consequence the enmity of 
Great Britain, Naturally, we should in every case hve to bar our frontier 
during the operation of our attacks against CZECHOSLOV.KIA and AUSTRIA, It 
must be taken into consideration here thet Czechoslor2kin's defence measures 
Will iperease in strength from yir to year, “nd that a consolidation of the 
inside values of the austrinn army will also be effected in the course of 
years, «although the populntion of Czechoslovaki: in the first piace is not 
a thin one, the embodiment of Czechaslovakia and Austria would nevertheless

The measure and Specd of cur ction would decide Poland's attitude, 
Poland will hove little inclinetion to enter the war against a victorious 
Germany, vith Russia in its rear, 


Military participation by Russia must be countered by the speed of our

Should Case 2 occur = paralyzetion of France by a Civil war - then the

Isles, However, a solidification of It-lion positions on the Balearic Isles

Tho purpose of this conference it to sive you an iden of the world 
of my thoughts, which takes char:o of me, in tho face of future events, and to 
tell you my doeisions. The building up of our armed forces was only possible 
in connection with the ideological (weltanschautich ) education of the German 
people by tho Partye Whon I started my political task in 1919, my strong 
bolief in final success was based on a thorough observation of the events of the 
day and the study of tho reasons for their occurrence, Therefore, I never lost 
my belief in the midst of setebacks which wore not spared me during my poriod 
of struzrlo,. Providence has had the last word and brought mo susces6e On top 
of that, I had a clear recognition of the probably course of historical ovents, 
and the firm will to make brutal decisions, The first decision was in 1919 
when I after long internal conflict became a politician and took up tho struggle 
against my onemíos, That was tho hardest of all docisionse I had, howevor, bho

Much depends on Italy, above all on Mussolini, whose death could 
alter everything. Italy has a great goal for tho consolidation of her empires 
Those who carry this idea aro fascism and the Duce, personallye Tho court 
is opposed to that, As long as the Duco lives, then it can bo calculated that 
Italy will seize every opportunity to reach her imperialistic goale However, 
it is too much to ask of Italy, that it should join in tho battle before Germany 
has seized the offensive in tho wost; Just so Russia did not attack until we 
had marched into Polande Otherwise Italy will think that Fyance has only to 
deal with Italy, since Germany is sitting behind its West Walle Italy will not 
attack until Germany has takon the effonsivo against Fyanco, Just as tho 
death of Stalin, so the death of the Duce can bring danger to use Just how 
easily the death of a statesman can como I myself have experienced rocontly, 
The time must bo used to tho full, otherwise one will sudconly find himself 
faced with & new situation.

To perform its 
functions, it will avail itself of the general administration 
of the Arbeitseinsatz, and in the occupied Eastern terri- 
tories of the organization for the Arbeitseinsatz which is at 
the disposal of the Economic Staff East, respectively the 
Reich commissar, general commissar, etc. 


The Reich Marshall has made the agency Arbcitsensatz 
responsible for a rapid and appropriate solution of all prob- 
lems which are connected with the utilization of the Russians 
in the civilian domain.

The Roich Marshall gave the following diroctives for tho 
Arbeitscinsatz of tho Soviet Russians; 


I. Ihe stronger labor reserves in the zone of the interior 


aro also decisivo for the war. 


Tho Russian workers have proved their productive capacity 
during the development of the huge Russian industry. There- 
foro it must be made available to the Reich from now on. 

Ob jcctionsageinst this order of the Fuehrer are of the second- 
ary nature. The disadvantages which can be created by the 
Arbeitseinsatz have to be reduced to a minimum: the task 
especially of counter-intelligenco and security police. 


II. The Russian in the zone of operations. 
SMELL LLL aie Seem s. OU LOSS 


Heis to be employed particularly in building roads and 
reilroads,in clearing work, clearing of mines, and in building 
airports. The German construction battalions have to be dis- 
solved to a great extent (Example: Air Forces!); the Gorman 
skilled workers belong to tho war industry; it is not their 
task to shovel and to break stones, the Russian is there for 
that. 


III. The Russian in the territories of the Reich Commissar 


and of the General Government. 

The same principles apply as in II. Furthermore, 
stronger utilization in agriculture; if machines are lacking, 
humen hands have to produce what the Reich has to request from 
the agricultural sector in the Fest. Furthermore, sufficient 
native labor has to be provided for the ruthless exploitation 
of Russian coal mines. 


iV. The Russian in the Reich territory including the Pro- 


tectorate. 


The number of the employed depends on the requirement. 
By determining the requirement, it is to be considered that 
workers of other states who produce little and eat much are 
to be shipped out of the Reich and that in the future the 
German woman should come less into the foreground in the labor 
process. Beside the Russian prisoners of war, free Russian 
workers should also be used. 


A. The Russian prisoner of war. 


1. The selection has to take place already in the 
collecting camps, beyond the Reich border. The 
profession and physical condition are decisive. 
At the same time screening as to nationality 
and according to the requirements of the secur- 
ity police and counter-intelligence must take 
place. 


The transportation has to be organized just as 
the selection and not improvised. The prisoners 
are to be forwarded rapidly. Their feeding 
should be orderly and their guarding uncondi- 
tionally secured. 


Officers are to be excluded from the work as much 
as possible, commissars as a matter of principle. 


The Russian belongs in first line to the follow- 
ing work places (in order of priorities); 





Mining 

Railroad maintenance (including repair 
Shops end construction of vehicles) 
War industry (tanks, artillery pieces, 
eirplanc parts) 

Agriculture 

Building industry 

Largo scale work shops (shoc shops!) 
Special units for urgent, occasional 
and cmergency work

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4. Subjects of the Baltic State who are old resi- 


dents can receive privileges. At the most their 
cash allowance can be made equal to the wages 
which are provided for the Poles who are in the 
Reich. The general wage standard in the East 

has to be taken into consideration in this matter. 


Ukranians have no special privileges. The 
Fuehrer has ordered that in the future they 
should not be released from war captivity. 


The Russian employment should under no condi- 
tions create a prejudice in the East as to the 
problem of.salaries. Every financial measure 
taken in this field has to originate from the 
consideration that the lowest wages in the East, 
according to a directive of the Fuehrer, are 
prerequisites for the settlement of the cost of 
war and for the clearing of the war debts of the 
Reich after the end of the war. 


Infractions will be punished with strictest 
measures. 


This logically applies for every furthering of 
"social aspirations" in the Russian colonial 
territory. 


7. The Russian free workers obtain a badge which 
makes them recognizable as such. 


V. The Reich Marshall reserves for himself a special decree 
about the organjzation of the Russian rbeitseinsatz, number 
and obligatory membership (Bedarfszugehtrigkeit), obligatory 
registration (Bedarfsanmeldung). All recruiting and every 
Shipment which are not conducted through the organization are 
prohibited. Recruiting and employment of prisoners of war 
are to be conducted in a unified way and are organizationally 
to be coupled with one another.

ry thereto, will be concelled, 


III 


Only the Reich is entitled to the benefit from the 
elimination of the Jews of out the German economical life, 
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Persons and agencies which have illegally benofited from the 
transfer of Jewish businesses or othor fortunes from Jewish 
possession, may therefore be ordered to pay a compensation tax 
in favor of the Reich,
